Modern Science Dictionary was origi- 


nally published in 1959 by Franklin Pub- 
lishing Company of Palisade, New Jersey. 

Complaints from high school students 
“concerning the difficulty in finding ex- 
planations for scientific terms which occur 
so frequently in high school studies and 
readings” started the compiler of this 


one-volume dictionary “on a search for a 
dictionary which covers every branch of 
science taught today in high schools and 
the most important technical accomplish- 
ments of our ‘nuclear age,’ and which 
would be suitable for both the student and 
the average adult.” The compiler, A. 
Hechtlinger of the Bronx High School of 
Science, continues in the preface, “As I 
found no dictionary that would meet these 
requirements, even to some extent, I de- 
cided to compile one.” 

Arrangement of the approximately 
15,000 terms from the fields of astronomy, 
biology, chemistry, geology, meteorology, 
physies. and general science is alphabeti- 
eal, word by word. Both inverted and 
noninverted entries are used in the nu- 
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merous cases of multiple words or phrases. 
Thus, modifying adjectives are used as 
entry words in some cases and not in oth- 
ers, with the result that related material 
is often scattered. There are no cross 
references. Included in the compilation 
are abbreviations, symbols, eponyms, trade 
names, and brief biographical notes. There 
are ten full pages of nine drawings each 
scattered through the book, in no apparent 
order, without cross references to the 
definition of the term illustrated. For in- 
stance, there is an illustration of an 
“ameba” on page 768 which is in no way 
tied with the definition of amoeba on page 
35. Syllabication, pronunciation, and ety- 
mology, particularly desirable in a dic- 
tionary designed for the high school stu- 
dent and lay person, are not included. 
The definitions, spot checked and com- 
pared with glossaries in modern science 
textbooks and with those in Webster’s 
New International Dictionary of the Eng- 
lish Language (Springfield, Mass.: Mer- 
riam, 1959) are brief, not always clear, 
and seldom as complete as desirable. A 
number were noted as inaccurate or oth- 
erwise seriously unsatisfactory. Thus sar- 
coma is defined as “A malignant tumor of 
connective tissues,” secondary as “Usually 
the output coil of a transformer,” kudzu 
vine as “A vine that spreads rapidly, and 
is used to hold the soil in which ‘it is 
‘plagted,” stcreting tissue as “A plant tis- 
sue that produces ‘such substances as latex 


,or chicle” (the latter term is not included’ 


in the work). All but 13 of the 88 entries 
beginning with Sa were located in the 
corresponding section of Webster, usually 
with a more satisfactory definition. A 
count of the additional entries in the Sa 
section of Webster indicated that about 
1,000 of them are of scientific interest. 
The compiler of Modern Science Diction- 
ary scems to have succeeded in his hope 
“that a fair balance was reached among 
the many subjects covered.” For exam- 
ple, of the 88 Sa entries, 7 are chiefly from 
astronomy, 31 from biology, 24 from 
chemistry, 10 from geology, 2 from mete- 
orology, and 14 from physics. 


Opiniens may differ legitimately on 


what terms should be included in a small 
dictionary covering six broad areas of 
science. Yet it is difficult to justify the 
inclusion of such entries as faucet, lamp, 
electric, laxatives, male, sandy soil and 
the omission of radiotelescope, safety 
glass, homo sapiens, Salmonella, astronau- 
tic, saponin, and Sansevieria. 

The format of Modern Science Diction- 
ary is excellent. Entries are printed in 
boldface type of the same easy-to-read 
size as the definition, two columns to the 
page, on opaque paper with a dull finish 
that will prevent glare. Unfortunately, 
the illustrations are not up to the stand- 
ard of the rest of the format. Margins are 
wide enough to facilitate use of the book 
and permit rebinding. The attractive 
three-piece cloth smyth-sewed binding is 
in red and gray. The lettering and appro- 
priate illustrations on the cover and spine 
are in black ink. 

Although Modern Science Dictionary 
contains useful material, the omission of 
syllabication and pronunciation, the poor 
organization of related terms, the unsatis- 
factory definitions, and the ineffective il- 
lustrations make it an insufficient guide 
for high school students and lay persons. 
It is not recommended for libraries or 


homes.

Michel Seuphor, whose real name is 
Ferdinand Louis Berckelaers, was born 
in Antwerp in 1901. He is a poet, art deal- 
er, and art critic who has lived in Paris 
since 1925 and is known in this country 
for his Dictionary of Abstract Painting 
(New York: Tudor, 1957) and his mono- 
graph, Piet Mondrian (New York: 
Abrams, 1956). A champion of new move- 
ments in art, in the book under review he 
seems to favor the innovators in sculpture. 
Many readers may feel that, as a survey 
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of sculpture in our century, this work, a 
translation of La Sculpture de ce Siécle; 
Dictionnaire de la Sculpture Moderne 
(Neuchatel, Switzerland: Editions du 
Griffon, 1959), is biased in the direction 
of the ultramodern movements in Europe, 
especially in Paris. 

More than half of the book, consisting 
of 23 chapters, gives a survey and evalua- 
tion of sculpture from Rodin (1840-1917) 
to the present day. Complete chapters are 
devoted to the significance of such artists 
as Boccioni, Brancusi, Gonzalez, Freund- 
lich, Calder, and Arp. In other chapters 
several sculptors are treated together, as 
in the case of Bourdelle, Lehmbruck, and 
Modigliani; the two Russian brothers, 
Pevsner and Gabo; and the two English 
sculptors, Moore and Hepworth. Present- 
day sculpture in France, Great Britain, 
and Italy is discussed individually by 
country. The rest of Europe is considered 
in a single essay, and the United States, 
Mexico, and South America are treated 
together under the heading America. 
There is also a chapter on sculpture and 
architecture and one on relief. 

The second part of the book is a dic- 
tionary of biographies of over 400 sculp- 
tors. Approximately one fourth of these 
live in Paris. The biographies vary in 
length, but most of them are about a dozen 
lines, giving year and city of birth, train- 
ing, important .exhibitions, and city of 
present residence. Many of them include 
the author’s evaluation of the artist’s work 
and a bibliography, if the artist’s work 
has received attention in print. 

The style is urbane and the author’s 
enthusiasm for his subject infectious. The 
approach, even in the biographies, is sub- 
jective and personal. Obviously the author 
has known many of the artists. The trans- 
lation by Haakon Chevalier, who has 
translated such famous writers as Mal- 
raux, Maurois, and Vercors is sympathetic 
and reads smoothly. 

The 411 black-and-white illustrations 
depicting the artists as well as their works 
are from excellent photographs. They 
vary in size, but are clearly reproduced, 
well selected, and suitably arranged to ac- 


company the text. 

The Table of Illustrations at the end of 
the volume, alphabetical by sculptor, gives 
title of tie work of art, page reference, 
its size an‘ +a e) al, and its location. The 
name of .otographer is also given. 

There is ai: index which contains mostly 
personal names, but names of art shows, 
art movements, and places also appear. 
Cross references would have been helpful 
in a few cases, as in that of Maria Martins, 
who is listed in the biographies only under 
Maria, her working signature, but under 
Martins in the Table of Illustrations; and 
Mirko Basaldella, who appears only under 
Mirko. The illustrations are not listed in 
the Index, but an asterisk directs the user 
to the Table of Illustrations. 

In addition to the personal bibli- 
ographies attached to the biographies, 
there is a general bibliography of more 
than 70 titles published in various Euro- 
pean countries and the United States be- 
tween 1922 and 1959. 

This handsome volume, printed in Swit- 
zerland, is reasonably priced. It is bound 
in cloth, and the paper is of good quality 
with a glossy finish. The page is pleasing 
to the eye. Many of the illustrations bleed 
into the.margins, making rebinding un- 
desirable, but the binding is strong. 

The Sculpture of this Century gives at- 
tractively illustrated information on over 
400 sculptors in English and in one vol- 
ume. Its usefulness for reference is lim- 
ited by its subjective approach and its 
emphasis on European sculptors. It is rec- 
ommended for homes, art libraries, and art 
collections in libraries.

Grey, Ian. Peter the Great, Emperor of all 
Russia. Lippincott, $7.50. August 17. 


A scholarly, detailed, but véry readable biog- 
raphy of the Russian czar whose career “re- 
mains strikingly relevant to the understand- 
ing of Russia in the present century.”—Pref- 
ace. A historian discusses Peter 1’s complex 
and autocratic personality and relates his 
military ‘campaigns, his political, social, and 
economic reforms, and particularly notes that 
under this czar Russia for the first time be- 
gan to take a place in European affairs. 


Gunther, John. Taken at the flood; the 


story of Albert D. Lasker. Harper, $4.95. 
August 24. 


An admiring but not fulsome biography of 
the multimillionaire whose diverse ‘career be- 
gan at sixteen and covered such areas as 
newspaper reporting, politics, art collecting, 
Zionism, boxing, and public relations. But it 
was advertising that was his main preoccupa- 
tion and he will be remembered for such 
slogans as “The grains that are shot from 
guns” and “Reach for a Lucky instead of a 
sweet.” Gunther admits that although Laske 
was renowned for his philanthropy and for 
his interest in medical research he could on 
occasion be irascible and less than generous.

Lawrence, Josephine. Hearts do not break. 
Harcourt, $3.95. August 24. 

The problem of finding foster-home care for 
babies and children who are not available for 
adoption is dealt with in a fictional study by 
the author of a number of thematic novels. 
Through the narrator, Lisi Ivers, a_ social 
worker on the staff of the Mary Belle Reade 
Foundation, the reader becomes acquainted 
with several foster homes, ranging from just 
adequate to excellent, and with various fami- 
lies in serious difficulties who must give up 
their children temporarily. The novel focuses 
on the tragedy of Irene Bedell who, after a 


series of unhappy experiences at being a fos- 
ter mother, obtains a baby in. what is called 
“the gray market” and loves and cares for 
her from birth until the child is about three 
when her natural mother reappears and de- 
mands her return. For women readers. 


Schnabel, Ernst. Story for Icarus. Tr. by 
J.J. Dunbar. Harcourt, $4.95. October 12. 


Daedalus, to whom Greek myths attribute 
some extraordinary inventions, here relates 
the story of his life, addressing the shade of 
his son Icarus, who died attempting to test 
Daedalus’ theory of flight. Setting the record 
straight as he goes along Daedalus tells of 
his exile from Athens after he was susrected 
of murdering his nephew, his detention in 
Egypt, where he made many ingenious con- 
trivances for Pharaoh’s pleasure, his abduc- 
tion by emissaries of the Cretan king Minos, 
for whom he constructed the famous labyrinth 
and other marvels, and of Bellerophon, The- 
seus, Ariadne, and other mythical figures who 
peopled his world. A well-executed re-crea- 
tion of prehistory with philosophic overtones; 
will please readers of Mary Renault’s novels 
and the author’s The voyage home (BooKLIsT 
54:503, My 1 58). 


Settle, Mary Lee. Know nothing. Viking, 
$4.95. October 6. 

Again writing about the region that is now 
West Virginia the author of O Beulah Land 
(Bookuist 53:46, S 15 56) portrays a planta- 
tion family, the Catletts, in the two decades 
before the Civil War. Johnny Catlett’s love 
for his cousin Melinda is a dominating theme 
in a story drawn with vividness and authen- 
ticity. A genuinely historical novel not only 
in its re-creation of place and period but in 
its discerning exploration of the Southern 
mind. 


Wallant, Edward Lewis. The human sea- 
son. Harcourt, $3.75. August 24. 


With unusual compassion and insight and 
with no trace of sentimentality or melodrama 
the author tells the story of Joseph Berman, 
aged fifty-nine, a plumber in a present-day 
eastern seaboard city. Flash backs from 
Joseph’s boyhood in Russia and episodes from 
his married life give added depth to a novel 
focusing on the months following the sudden 
death of Josevh’s wife. The careful descrip- 
tions of solitary, hastily eaten meals, an un- 
bearably empty house, the drug of television, 
and other minutiae of Joseph’s life convey 
his shattering loneliness and despair, his re- 
jection of God, and his refusal to share his 
grief with his relatives and friends. A deeply 
moving novel that tells of one man but speaks 
of many.

side that counts.
